London, July 6.—Speaking at Herne 
Hill Saturday Sir Edward Carson de¬ 
clared his determination to go on to 
the finish In the Ulster matter. The 
people, he said, did not sufficiently re-1 
allze that the Home Rule bill has been 
passed and that it could become law 
on presentation to the king. He pre-1 
sumed the ministers, as stralghfor-| 
ward honest men, would tell the king 
the position, and that If he signed the | 
bill there would be serious commotions 
in the north of Ireland, and if he did 
not sign it there would be civil com¬ 
motions in the south and west. 

“Ulstermen,” said Sir Edward, “have 
been making ready for two years, and 
they are now ready. They want no 
makeshift government, they want no 
six-year limit, no county limit. The 
sands are running out and I am being 
pressed forward, and I am prepared to 
go forw'ard. I go to Ulster next week, 
and I hope still to take a token of 
peace. If not we must only rely on 
ourselves, and we will. I will not 
shrink from it.”

The appeal of the Hindu passenger on the Komagata Maru, Mun- 
shi Singh, to the British Columbia Court of Appeal has failed, and 
the three hundred and fifty-two immigrants on board the ship will 
have to return with their leader, Gurdit Singh, to the place from 
which they came.

The orders-in-council under which the immigration board of in- 
quiry in the cases of the Komagata’s passengers have been acting are 
declared by the court to be valid in every particular. 

Except in the cases of persons who are Canadian citizens or have 
a Canadian domicile there is no power in any court to review or 
quash any order made by a board of inquiry, as set out in section 
23 of the Immigration Act. 

Canada Holds Powers of a Nation 

On all these points the five members of the court, Chief Justice 
Macdonald, Hon. Justices Irving, Martin, Galliher and McPhillips 
were unanimous.

Fourth of July Excursionists Caught by Storm; Boat Over 
turned When Running to Shelter; Seven Are Saved; 
One Body Recovered 


at Juneau. Fifteen miles south of 
Haines the storm struck the launch. 
The little craft was turned about and 
ran for Skagway. 

At 4 o'clock Saturday morning when 
the Superb was three miles from Skag¬ 
way, a huge sea hit the stern at an 
angle and threw the launch into the 
trough of the waves. The passengers 
were thrown to one side of the boat, 
which heeled almost to the tipping 
point. 

A second large ware struck the 
Superb broadside on and turned her 
over. Nearly all the passengers were 
thrown into the icy water. Six clung 
to the bottom of the overturned craft. 
The other survivor, Tom. Running, 
swam 400 yards to shore and clamber¬ 
ed over the rocks to Skagway with 
news of the disaster. Boats that put 
out from Skagway rescued the six 
persons clinging to the launch and also 
recovered the body of Logan. 


Skagway. Alaska, July 0.—Thirteen 
persons were drowned Saturday In 
Lynn Canal by the c&ptislng of the 
gasoline launch Superb, which, while 
bound from Skagway for Juneau, with 
twenty persons aboard, was struck by 
a heavy southerly gale.

Announces His Conviction That They 
Should Bs Allowed to Emi> 
grate to Canada. 


Montreal, July 6.—A plea on moral | 
grounds for the admission of Hindus ] 
to Canada was made by Rev. Dr. 
Symonds In bis sermon at Christ 
Church cathedral last night. 

“Our treatment of the Hindus,” he 
said, “seems to me to fall short of the 
principles of our nation. The men who 
seek entrance are of a higher type than 
many who are allowed to come into; 
the country. There Is a real need for 
some- outlet for their teeming popula¬ 
tion. These are reasons for their being 
allowed into Canada. They are of a 
different color, but in spite of their 
color, they belong to the same great 
Aryan stock from which we have 
sprung. Their literature is one of the 
greatest in the world. They are a tem¬ 
perate nation. These things, it seems to 
me, are a sufficient offset to the mere 
cry of color.” 

The preacher touched on the question 
as to where the line should be drawn 
In preventing Immigration from the 
Far East, saying that eastern nations 
such as the Japanese and the Chinese 
could not possibly be termed unclvll- 
I ized. There is no fairness, he added, in 
holding the position that this country 
must remain entirely for the Anglo-

Two or three hundred white unem¬ 
ployed men on the shore made a dem¬ 
onstration as the boat came up, being 
under the impression that the Kom- 
egata Maru was landing her passen¬ 
gers.

“Courts,” remarked his lordship, 
“frequently refuse the evidence of men 
as trustworthy, where the onus is on 
them. The point Is not what Munshl 
Singh was in India, but what he would 
be here, and I think the board was 
right in coming to the conclusion that 
he will be an unskilled laborer in this 
country.” 

On the arguments as to constitu¬ 
tionality made by counsel for the ap¬ 
pellant, his lordship said that where 
the power to prevent and prohibit or 
expel was given to a legislative tfody 
that carried with it all powers neces¬ 
sary to exercise that right. Where 
the Dominion entered the field It did 
so fully and to the exclusion of the 
provinces. Section 28 of the Immi¬ 
gration act dealt with two classes of 
people, those who were Canadian citi¬ 
zens or had a Canadian domicile and 
any rejeoted Immigrant. With respect 
to the first class the rights of the civil 
courts to Intervene had not been taken 
away? as a class they had the right 
to have their case heard by way of 
certiorari. As to the second class 
these rights he should not say had 
been taken away; they never existed. 
The right of certiorari existed where 
there was want of Jurisdiction or 
fraud. The courts could Inquire as to 
the facts and decide; as to the merits 
the tribunal appointed for the pur¬ 
pose was the sole judge. Once It was 
established that a man was a reject¬ 
ed Immigrant or passenger and had 
not Canadian citizenship or a Cana¬ 
dian domicile then the civil courts 
had no jurisdiction to investigate the 
correctness of that decision. There¬ 
fore the present appeal should be dis¬ 
missed. 

Mr. Justice Martin and Mr. Justlco 
Galliher announced their concurrence 
with their brother judges, for the rea¬ 
sons which were set forth in their 
written Judgments. Both remarked 
that all the orders-ln-council were 
valid and the decision of Mr. Justice 
Murphy upholding them was correct. 

Mr. Justice McPhillips, concurring 
for reasons which were contained in 
his manuscript and had not yet been 
typewritten, added: 

“I have looked upon this question a» 
one momentous in character and 
which is exercising a great deal of 
public attention. Shortly, my view Is 
that the courts are absolutely Inhibit¬ 
ed from Interfering with the proceed¬ 
ings under the Immigration act; that 
the meaning of the statute Is so plain 
and the words are so apt that no other 
conclusion can be come to. However,

THE APPEAL DISMISSED. 


In. rendering its judgment on the 
East Indian application to-day the 
Court of Appeal unanimously found 
that not only were the orders-ln- 
council upon the authority of which 
the applicant Munshi Singh was order¬ 
ed for deportation valid in eveijr par¬ 
ticular, but that under Section 23 of 
the Immigration Act no court had any 
power to Tevfew or quash a decision 
of a properly constituted board of in¬ 
quiry except under the conditions 
specified In the section. 

The decision of the court relative lo 
the jurisdiction of the courts sustains 
the contention expressed by the Times 
at the time the government authorized 
its counsel to agree to the presentation 
of a stated case. Section 23 reads as 
follows: 

“No court, and no judge or officer 
thereof, shall have jurisdiction to re¬ 
view, quash, reverse, restrain or 
otherwise interfere with any proceed¬ 
ing, decision or order of the Minister 
or of any board of inquiry, or officer 
In charge, had, made or given under 
the authority and In accordance with 
the provisions of this act relating to 
the detention or deportation of any 
rejected immigrant, passenger or any 
ether person, upon any ground what¬ 
soever. unless such person is a Can¬ 
adian citizen or has Canadian domi- 
ette.*' 

It is the opinion of Sir Robert 
Borden’s Minister of Justice that this 
section is constitutional and that 
therefore the courts have no juris¬ 
diction to review or quash the finding 
of the immigration board of inquiry.. 

Why, then, did the government 
authorize its officers to agree to the 
commencement of legal proceedings 
unless it was for the purpose of dodg¬ 
ing responsibility for the enforcement 
of the act? What is the immigration 
act for if not to be carried out?

Is the Colonel, like our own 
Colonel, one of the greatest fakers of 
our times? 


Although the elections for president, 
vice-president, deputies and senators, 
which were held in Mexico yesterday, 
may result in the return of Huerta, 
Blanquet and their followers, the fact 
will not arrest the developments now 
in progress in the revolution-torn 
republic. Huertan majorities simply 
mean that the few who are permitted 
to vote mark their ballots under in¬ 
struction and compulsion for the 
existing regime. Much greater signific¬ 
ance may be attached to the warnings 
to British subjects to leave the Mexi¬ 
can capital which have been issued by 
Sir Lionel Carden, His Majesty’s 
minister to the republic, and the pre¬ 
parations under way for the protec¬ 
tion of the foreign legations. These 
imply that un uprising in Mexico City 
against Huerta is imminent and a 
nominal victory for the dictator at the 
polls may be the signal for its com¬ 
mencement. 

The reconciliation between Carranza 
and Villa has deprived Huerta of tho 
prospect of gaining advantage from a 
split in the ranks of the enemy. Car¬ 
ranza evidently feared that the nearer 
Villa drew to the capital the more 
attenuated became his own authority 
over the constitutionalist forces. The 
general’s signal victory at Zacatecas, 
the most conclusive of the whole 
struggle, determined Carranza to bring 
the situation to a climax, so he shut 
off Villa’s supplies from the north 
until an understanding was arrived at. 
This has now been effected. Carranza 
is confirmed as head of the consti¬ 
tutionalist movement and Villa is 
commander-in-chief of the mHttary 
forces of the northern revolution. The 
latter will not be hampered in his 
operations against the federats and no 
doubt will continue his progress 
southward with characteristic energy. 

But what will happen when Mexico 
City falls Into the hands of tho con¬ 
stitutionalists? As chief of a suc¬ 
cessful revolution Carranza naturally 
will expect to become the nation’s 
head, and Villa, to whom very largely 
he owes his success, probably will de¬ 
mand for his reward the post of war 
minister, which would make him the 
dominating element in the govern¬ 
ment. The world could not overlook 


A PROVINCIAL ELECTION? 


A dispatch from Ottawa on Saturday 
stated that an election in this province 
in August was being talked about. We 
do not think It improbable that there 
will be an appeal to the electorate some 
time this year. Everything will de¬ 
pend upon the nature of the report 
brought back by the Attorney-General 
and the Minister of Lands. If they 
think the machine is in fair running 
order and the outlook impresses them 
as favorable, it is not unlikely that 
there will be a campaign in the fall. 
If, on the other, hand, they find the 
gear stripped and dissatisfaction rife 
throughout the country, they will ad- 
\ise a postponement of the contest 
until after another session in order to 
give them an opportunity to overcome 
any handicap which may exist by 
stacking the cards. 

It is now definitely certain that the 
Attorney-General is slated for succes¬ 
sion to Sir Richard as first minister. 
We think it may be taken for granted 
that the Premier intends to relinquish 
office whether he obtains the Canadian 
High Commissionership in London or 
not. He sees clouds looming up on the 
horizon, he knows the debacle cannot 
be delayed very long, and he does not 
care to be buried in the debris. The 
Attorney-General, however, is willing 
to run the risk of inundation. Once 
elected, he calculates upon security of 
tenure for five years, the legislature 
considerately having lengthened the 
span of the next house by a year, and 
in five years one can do a great deal 
and a great many. 

But if the Attorney-General Is ready 
to take chances with his political 
future we question if the electorate are 
willing to take chances with the At¬ 
torney-General or anybody else in 
charge of that barnacled ship across 
James Bay. They have had enough 
and cannot contemplate without a 
shudder the prospect of a continuation 
of the existing regime for five years— 
five more years In which the province 
would be wrecked almost beyond re¬ 
demption by tfce machine and those

Princess Patricia Has Steamed 
60,000 Miles in Two Years; 
Splendid Average 


Many Making Round Trip son 
Prince Rupert; Alice Arriv¬ 
ing Here To-morrow 


Osaka Liner Arrives Fro 
Orient on Thursday; Asia 
Will Not Be Delayed 


S. S. PRINCESS PATRICIA. 


During the two years the fast C. P. 
R. turbine steamer Princess Patricia 
has been operating In the British Col¬ 
umbia coast trade she has steamed 60,- 
000 miles, exclusive of the excursions 
she has made. This great distance has 
been logged on two trips each day In 
the summer between Vancouver and 
Nanaimo and one trip each day during 
the winter months. There IB no other 
vessel on the coast which could per¬ 
form the work which the Patricia does. 

Chief Engineer Anderson, who came 
out from the Clyde on the vessel and 
is still standing by her, informed the 
Times on Saturday that up to Friday 
last the Patricia had completed 1.038 
trips between the Terminal City and 
Coal cities. The chief has kept particu¬ 
lar tab on the performance of the Pa¬ 
tricia and has worked out the average 
speed which she has made. During the 
summer \frhen, she has to make two 
trips each way between the ports the 
flyer has averaged a speed of 19.1 knots 
for two summers, and for the two win¬ 
ters she has been operating she has 
made a speed of 17.3 knots. 

Fine Improvement. 

The Patricia Is a remarkable Im¬ 
provement over the connection which 
were provided before her arrival on 
this coast. The old steamer Joan and 
later the Charmer made one trip a day. 
summer and winter, leaving Nanaimo 
early In the morning and getting hack 
at & o’clock in the afternoon. They used 
to take a good three hours to steam 
across the gulf. 


Among the passengers who sailed 
this morning on the G. T. P. steamer 
Prince Rupert. C&pt. P. McKenzie, for 
the north were a number of Victorians 
who are on their holidays and who will 
make the round trip. The Rupert goe.-i 
to Prince Rupert, Granby Bay and 
Stewart, the three principal towns 
along the northern coast of British Co¬ 
lumbia. Prince Rupert is attracting 
considerable interest and attention at 
the present time owing to the fact that 
it is the terminus of the newest of 
transcontinental railways, but the town 
at the head of Granby Bay is growing 
rapidly and coming in for its share of 
publicity. Granby Bay is the scene of 
great mining activity, a plant worth 
several million dollars being in opera¬ 
tion there. Stewart, although quiet at 
the present time, is a picturesque place, 
and before It Is reached a trip of near¬ 
ly 100 miles along the Alaska coast is 
made. 

The trip is annually attracting more 
people, and it looks as though the G. 
T. P. boats will have a good season 
this year. Among those who left this 
morning for the round-trip were the 
following: A. J. Hooper, E. C. Rossi- 
ter, V. Wood, Mrs. J. H. Gordon, Miss 
Margaret Gordon, E. B. Caroly, Robt.l 
Kerr, Harold Scott, Mr. and Mrs. Robt.

The 
Cleveland wan assigned to the rescue 
by Rear-Admiral Howard and carried 
supplies for the inlanders, as well as 
brought back the castaways. 

All are now on board the Pacific 
Mail liner City of Sydney bound for 
San Francisco.

One of the most melancholy proces¬ 
sions that ever entered Halifax harbor 
was thut of July 6, 189S, when the Brit¬ 
ish iron sailing ship Cromartyshire, of 
Glasgow. limped Into p<1tt In tow of the

Two clays before, at a point 
about sixty miles off Sable island, the 
Glasgow vessel had collided with the 
French liner La Bourgogne, and had 
inflicted a death wound which caused 
the passenger ship to sink within a I 
short time. Of those on board. 584 
went clown with the ship. Those saved 
numbered 166. Including one saloon I 
passenger, ten second-cabin and fifty- ] 
one third-class passengers, and 104 
members of the crew. Only one woman. 
Miss A. I*a Corse, of Plainfield. N. J.. 
was among the saved. The Cromarty¬ 
shire. sorely wounded but still able to 
float, was lost in the fog, and It was 
not until after La Bourgogne had taken 
her final plunge that the blanket of 
mist lifted sufficiently to enable the 
Scotch vessel to go to the assistance of 
those who were struggling In the water. 
The small boats of the Cromartyshire 
were sent to the scene of the disaster, 
and the crew worked heroically and 
saved all who had managed to keep 
above water. In the afternoon the 
steamer Grecian was sighted and in a 
short time the Cromartyshire, with 
those who had been saved on board, 
was In tow. When the tragic proces¬ 
sion reached Halifax on the morning of 
the sixth the world received Its first 
news of the terrible sea disaster. Upon 
I their arrival In Halifax some of the 
passengers who had been saved told 
stories of terrible panic and cruelty 
on the part of the crew, but it Is now 
known that these were largely exagger¬ 
ated. With a few exceptions. Captain 
Deloncle's men behaved well, and the 
| captain, a true hero, remained on the 
j bridge and went down with the ship.

City Comptroller Raymur, as former 
water commissioner, gave formal evi¬ 
dence as to tHe actual Elk lake water¬ 
shed. particularly In connection with 
the two properties mentioned by the 
assessor. Mr Sewell. Mr. Bull had 
paid a small rental for the privilege of 
cutting the hay. and had the responsi¬ 
bility of maintaining fences and the 
general conduct of the lands. The acre¬ 
age at Glanford avenue has lw*en as- 
quired to avoid compensation claims for 
damage front escape of water from the 
pipe line from Elk Iske some years ago. 

The court reserved its decision. 

City Parks. 

When the parks' case was called Mr. 
Robertson stated that the Mt. Douglas 
park was a crown grant, and that the 
Gorge park was held by conveyance 
after purchase. He pointed to the ad¬ 
vantages enjoyed by the residents of 
Saanich, which were even greater than 
those enjoyed by the citizens of Vic¬ 
toria. If the parks belonged to., the 
municipality of Saanich, then they 
would undoubtedly be exempt from 
taxation. If the perks were to go on 
the roll at all. they might be assessed 
at a nominal value. 

Councilor Adams said the argument 
of the city solicitor was very fair. 
Either the suggestion should be adopt¬ 
ed, or else the council should submit a 
by-law shortly with the other measures 
exempting ail parks within municipal 
limits. 

Eventually the court of revision an¬ 
nounced it would reserve its decision on 
the point. 

Telephone Property. 

On the B. C. Telephone company's 
protest against an assessment of Its 
pole line right-of-way. and the value of 
plant in the municipality, for the com¬ 
pany it was submitted that the rlght- 
of w r ay was not owned by the company, 
whose poles and wires were on public 
street and thoroughfares. Next the 
company's representative contended 
that the valuation at $17,200 was ex¬ 
cessive, a figure of $ 10,000 being con¬ 
sidered equable by the company. Last¬ 
ly. poles were not real estate In the 
meaning of the statute. However, the 
company always felt Its duty lay in 
contributing something to the cost of 
the upkeep of the municipalities where 
it did business. 

The court remitted, on Councilor 
Borden's suggestion, the assessment on 
the right-of-way. but confirmed the as¬ 
sessor’s estimate of $17,200 as a Just 
figure of the value of the company’s 
plant. 

The court agreed to strike out the 
proposed assessment of the poles, rails, 
and other improvements on the B. C\ 
Electric railway's private right-of-way. 
and also the assessment of the right-of- 
way through municipal streets, but de¬ 
ferred its decision on the assessment of 
$16,000 on poles, etc., which A. King, so¬ 
licitor for the B. C. Electric railway, 
submitted were Improvements, and 
therefore not chargeable. 

STEEL 18 LAID. 

Last Rail in Courtenay Extension of E. 

A N. Will Be Put Down To¬ 
morrow Morning. 

To-morrow will be an important day 
in the history of the district of Court¬ 
enay as the steel of the E. & N. exten¬ 
sion to that part will reach Its termi¬ 
nus to-morrow morntng when the last 
rail will be laid, thus marking a new 
and important phase In the railway de¬ 
velopment of Vancouver Island. There 
Is still a large amount of ballasting to 
I»e done, which will postpone the actual 
completion of the extension for some 
weeks more, but the bulk of the work 
is completed and everything will be In 
readiness for th© formal opening of the 
line at the end of the present month. 

While the exact date for this import¬ 
ant function has not yet been definitely 
fixed, it is pretty certain that July 29 
or 30 will be the da*«t * losen. 


Sir Richard McBride, Hon. Dr. 
Young, Dr. A. Robinson and 
Others Address Gathering 


The plan of the British Columbia 
department of education in inaugurat¬ 
ing summer courses of instruction for 
teachers has met with excellent sup¬ 
port from this class of instructors 
from all over the province, and this 
morning the big auditorium at the 
new High school was crowded with 
men and women who had come pre¬ 
pared to enter on the month's train¬ 
ing outlined for them by the depart¬ 
ment. 

Assistant Superintendent of Educa¬ 
tion G. H. Deane presided as chair¬ 
man, and with him op the platform 
were Sir Richard McBride, Hon. Dr. 
Young, minister of education; Dr. 
Alexander Robinson, superintendent 
of education; E. B. Paul. M. A., in¬ 
spector of city schools; Professor 
Findlay, of Manchester university; 
and J. W. Gibson, M. A., director of 
elementary agricultural education. 

The chairman explained the purpose 
of the courses to the big gathering of 
550 which was present, and expressed, 
on behalf of the department of educa¬ 
tion. gratitude for the interest shown 
by the teachers, which, he said, would 
not be found duplicated at any similar 
summer course throughout the whole 
Dominion. 

Dr. Young, who spoke very earnest¬ 
ly on the significance of the move¬ 
ment, also expressed the gratitude of 
the department for the interest taken 
by the teachers. During the past few 
years the province had embarked on 
some big educational work—the build¬ 
ing of a new normal school, the foun¬ 
dation of a university, etc. But while 
preparing the ground for the scholars 
it had tried not to neglect the teach¬ 
ers. and the establishment of the sum¬ 
mer school was In their behalf. The 
government had not undertaken the 
scheme for^the purpose of giving the 
teacher a ^holiday, however, and he 
hoped they would all make the best 
possible use of their time and benefit 
by the advantages offered. Those who 
did so would be the more likely In the 
future to progress to higher positions. 

He also emphasized the value to the 
pupil of personality in the teacher. 
Moral character In the child and per- 1 
sonallty in the teacher were almost 
•ynpnomous terms. The teacher stood 
In the school for neatness, orderliness 
and discipline; he supervised the child¬ 
ren's tasks, and just In so fur as 
fidelity and zeaT were shown by him 
could one expect to find fidelity and 
z«al in the child, whose character was 
moulded by training. Canada was a 
country of widely diversified physical ( 
character, but out of a heterogenous 
country must be made a homogenous | 
people. This was the work of educa¬ 
tionalists. of the teachers and those 
who had adopted the profession as a j 
life work must look to progress. 

Sir Richard reiterated the welcome | 
extended by the previous speakers., 
and said that he felt it an honor to! 
be privileged to speak to such a 
gathering. For upwards of fourteen 
years, with but a brief exception, he 
had been a member of the council of, 
public Instruction, and he had watched 
with the keenest interest the steady 
line of progress which had la*en adopt¬ 
ed In the educational propaganda off 
the province. To Dr. Robinson he 
paid a special tribute for the person-1 
allty and experience which he had 
brought to bear in his work as super¬ 
intendent of education. This time next 
year he hoped that the day and hour 
of the opening of the new university 
would be near. 

Dr. Alexander Robinson, superintend¬ 
ent of education, who was introduced 
as "the best frlen l of teachers in this 
province,” was greeted with prolonged 
applause, and In the course of his short 
address to the teachers urged the Im¬ 
portance of thoroughness and accuracy 
In their own work as instructors. He 
also explained the government's pur¬ 
pose In undertaking the present ex¬ 
penditure for the summer courses, 
which were not for the benefit of the 
teachers in their private capacity, he 
said, but In order that the pupils should 
receive through them renewed enthusi¬ 
asm and a broadened outlook. 
To Mr. Deane, who had arranged the 
courses, he expressed his thanks, and 
reference was also made to the various 
Instructors in charge of the several 
classes of study-. 

Whenever the people in the east 
thought of the people in the west they 
thought of progress, said J. W. Gibson, 
directors of elementary agricultural 
education, who Is taking charge of the 
course in rural science. Mr. Gibson ad¬ 
mitted that he had reasoned with him¬ 
self that a class of twenty or thirty 
In rural science would be quite success¬ 
ful at the summer course, but the en¬ 
rolment of members of this subject had 
been so large that the number was now 
somewhat embarrassing. 

An honored guest in the person of 
Professor Findlay, of Manchester uni¬ 
versity, was introduced, and gave a 
short outline of the nature of his ob¬ 
servations in the course of a three 
months’ tour In Canada and the United 
States during which he had visited 
many summer schools. In England he 
had for many years been preaching the 
Idea of summer schools, and on com¬ 
ing to America had been very much 
astonished to find the scheme so thor¬ 
oughly well established. 

The fault of the people of the old 
country was self-conceit and satisfac¬ 
tion. The pioneer countries here might' 
have a measure of the same complaint, 
but they were at least willing to learn. 
They should keep their minds and 
hearts open for new truths. Revelations 
did not stop with Jesus Christ and 
the New Testament, and there was 
much room for observation and dis¬ 
covery. There was special need on the 
part of the teacher In his own studies 
to compare the knowledge to be gained 
by him with its relation to the child’* 
experience, as in the pursuit of any of 
the courses they should think of the 


relation to the growth and nature of 
the child’s mind. 

In the United States he had found 
some out-spoken opposition to the 
study of humanities,, history, languages, 
etc. The newer studies, agriculture, 
etc., were being advanced. It was the 
work of the teacher to reconcile the 
new and old, and children of the com¬ 
ing generations must be given reasons 
for piety, reverence and so forth which 
could no longer be Imposed on them 
without meaning. The tendency of the 
younger race was not to listen to the 
voice of the past, but this it was the 
teacher’s work to correct, to bring 
about a reconciliation between the old 
and tho new. 

Inspector Paul, amid applause, wel¬ 
comed the teachers to Victoria and ex¬ 
pressed the pleasure of the school 
board In being able to place the new 
High school at their disposal. He 
hoped they would all reap a generous 
harvest of benefits from the congress. 
Mr. Debne acknowledged the debt ow¬ 
ing to the Victoria school board In giv¬ 
ing the use of the High school, and 
added that next year they hoped to 
be able to use the new Normal school 
building for the summer school. 

"The Maple Leaf" was sung during 
the exercises, and the opening pro¬ 
ceedings concluded with the assign¬ 
ment of the various classes to their 
several rooms. 

WELL KNOWNTUSINESS 
MAN PASSES AWAY 


W, L, Challoner Died Yester¬ 
day; Was Prominently Iden¬ 
tified Here Commercially 


William L. ('halloner, one of the 
most widely known business men of 
the city, -passed away yesterday at his 
residence, Oak hay avenue. He had 
been ailing Intermittently for a con¬ 
siderable period, never having been 
able to shake off the effects of the ser¬ 
ious illness which seized him five 
years ago. His vitality and determined I 
spirit, however. had carried him 
through many set-backs and it was 
profoundly hopet. by his numerous 
friends that !ie would emerge victor¬ 
ious from the struggle which became 
acute when he took to his bed three 
weeks ago. 

The late Mr. Challoner was born in 
Strathroy, Ontario, forty-nine years 
ago. He was educated in the graded 
and high schools of that place, after 
which he moved to London. Ont.. for a 
course of training in the Jewelry busi¬ 
ness. Upon his return to Strathroy he 
and A. H. Mitchell founded the firm of 
Challoner & Mitchell, which continued 
there for five years, after which the two 
partners moved to Victoria and started 
the Jewelry business on Government! 
street which under their capable man¬ 
agement became one of the best known 
establishments of Its kind In the west. 

Both Messrs. Challoner and Mitchell 
retired from the business two years 
ago. Up to that time thew had been 
associated in a partnership In one en¬ 
terprise for over twenty-seven | 
years, a circumstance unique in the 
annals of the Jewelry business in Can¬ 
ada If not on the continent. Even] 
when they disposed of this particular | 
interest these two partners, who had i 
known each other from boyhood, did 
not sever the commercial ties which 
linked their two names, for the firm of 
Challoner & Mitchell is still consider¬ 
ably interested in other venture*. 
Among them is the Mooney Biscuit A 
Candy company, which has factories in 
Stratford, Ont.. Montreal. Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, of which both Mr. 
Challoner, as well as his partners, were 
directors. 

Although one of the busiest of men. 
brimful of energy and unceasingly in¬ 
dustrious, Mr. Challoner yet found time 
for other distractions. He. of course, 
took a deep interest In the commercial 
Jlfe of the community, and was a prom¬ 
inent member of the board of trade, 
where his sound Judgment and financial 
acumen were held In high respect. His 
chief relaxations from the arduous du¬ 
ties of business were hunting and motor¬ 
ing. and It would be impossible to find 
a more genial and considerate compan¬ 
ion than he. His death will be deeply 
regretted not only by those prominent 
In the business life of the city, but by 
the much wider circle of those through¬ 
out the province who had been brought 
within the range rff his genial straight¬ 
forward personality. 

Mr. Challoner is survived by a widow 
and two children. The funeral will 
take place to-morrow afternoon at 2.30 
o’clock from the family residence. 1663 
Oak Bay avenue.

elation, and a later conference with J. 
C. Newbury, collector of customs at 
this port. Mutters affecting the port of 
Victoria were discussed, the principal 
being that of the admission of visiting 
automobiles from the United States 
and the privilege of through passen¬ 
gers on transpacific boats landing here 
for a short period when routed to 
other points. 

The questions regarding the motor 
cars from the United States was one 
which was drawn to the attention of 
the Development Association and the 
Victoria Automobile Association by 
Samuel Hill, president of the Pacific 
Highway Association, who visited Vic¬ 
toria last week. 

In the past it has been necessary for 
a motorist arriving from the other side 
to leaVc his car, family, baggage and 
whoever and whatever he brought 
with him on the wharf while he .our- 
neyed up to the customs house to ob¬ 
tain a permit to bring his machine 
into the province as a tourist for seven 
days. One object of the deputation 
this morning was to seek help to g.*t 
this procedure removed. Hence the 
deputation, consisting of the mayor.

Professor J. J, Findlay, of 
Manchester University, Visits 
Victoria; His Views 


Dr. J. J. Findlay, professor of edu¬ 
cation in the University of Manchester, 
arrived In the city last evening In the 
course of a tour which will take him, 
eventually, right round the world, via 
New Zeuland, for which country he 
will sail on Wednesday from Van¬ 
couver. * 

Professor Findlay, who has charge 
of the department of the well-known 
English university which has to do 
with the training of teachers, is one 
of the leading educationalists in his 
country to-day, and his present tour 
of Canada and the United States has 
taken him to a great number of the 
educational centres of both countries, 
although primarily the trip is a holi¬ 
day one and recreative in Intention. 
Incidentally he arrived in this city just 
In time to attend the opening proceed¬ 
ings in connection with the summjff' 
course for teachers being held at tne 
new High school, and this morning 
addressed the gathering. In Toronto 
some weeks ago he spoke before the 
Toronto Educational association, since 
then having visited universities and 
normal schools In many parts of the 
United States. 

Comparing the standards of acade¬ 
mical attainment in England' and 
America, the professor said this morn¬ 
ing. In an interview, with a Times’ re¬ 
porter, that in England it was higher 
than on this side of the Atlantic, al¬ 
though all through this continent he I 
considered that the educationalists 
were much more practical In applying 
their knowledge. The chief difficulty 
here, he said, was that the toacher re¬ 
mained such a short time in his pro¬ 
fession. The average professional life 
of the teacher on this continent was 
seldom more than three years, men 
seeming to regard teaching more as a 
stepping-stone to college work or to 
business than as a life-long profession, 
while a very large proportion of the 
woman married 01 went back home. 
That was one of the most serious 
hindrances. In England the competi¬ 
tion in teaching as in everything else 
was much keener, and men perforce 
tended to make of everything a life¬ 
long occupation more than In this 
country, while there were more women. 

The summer school movement re¬ 


ceived his heartiest endorsement. Ho 
had endorsed the idea for years in 
England. In the United States h« 
had visited several of them, with tho 
purpose of finding out the result of 
tho new experiments which were be¬ 
ing tried in such great variety ail 
over tire country. The Montessorl 
system, on which he has written a 
small book himself, he regarded as a 
mixture of sound sense and unregulat¬ 
ed enthusiasm. It was a system which 
applied entirely to the training of 
children under six years of age. and 
was therefore for the use of mot hors 
and those in charge of the nursery. 

The study of eugenics now relegat' d 
that axiom to another position in the 
scheme of things. 

In addition ‘o all his other interests 
the professor has found time for a 
number of publications, including a 
hymn and tune book for secondary 
day schools, a compilation of principles 
of class teaching, and a work entitled 
"The Nation’s Need."
